The Public's Business 


The tendency of judges arni lawyers to 


consider the courts their exclusive prov­ 


ince oftest has led to conflict between them 


and the press. 
The coming of radio and 
television accentuated it, for despite their 
different types of operation, these media of 
information face many common problems 
in their efforts to tell the public w udi is 


going oft 
That Is why all of us in the news busi­ 
ness are alarmed by the movement within 
toe American Bar Assn. to forbid tile tak­ 
ing of photograph* or the broadcasting or 
televising of court proceedings under any 
and al! circumstances, except for naturali­ 
zation proceedings 
The proposed “canon," 
vs 11h*ti would have the force of law if ?u>- 
proved by the state rule-making bodies. 
would even forbid taking of pictures while 
courts were1 in recess 


It is true that newspaper reporters alone 
can cover trials fully if they are permitted 
t<* attend, and restricting coverage to the 
w ritten word would give the new diapers a 
competitive advantage over radio and TV. 


But Editor Alexander Jones of tile Syra­ 
cuse Herald-Journal pointed out in an ad­ 
dress to the AKA the kind of thinking m at 
gave rise to this latest projmsal is leiated 
closely to the attitude that newspaper re­ 
lettin g of c<>urt proceedings also should he 
restricted.

He declared, however, that he never had 
known or hen rd of a man who vsas unjustly 
hounded lo prison bv a newspaper—but lie 
had known of scores of criminals who had 
genie tit prison as a result of newspa|*er ex­ 
pose*. and of many cases where men w ho 
had been sentenced unjustly were freed 
solely as a result of newspaper investiga­ 
tions, 
\\ ten a crime occurs in a community, 
the newspapers do indeed publish the fact. 
They publish confessions when they can. 
They publish news about automobile wrecks 
and oliver disasters as well -not Uxau.se 
they approve of wrecks any more than they 
approve of murders, Ult l»eiau>e the people 
want to know about such things. 
In the 
case of crimes they want to know, and de­ 
serve to know, what the law enforcement 
authorities are doing to solve them. 
Tile newspapers intend to go on doing 
that. 
Their right to do *»> has been recog­ 
nize I for a h*ng time. 
And as Editor Jones dev hued, they aland 
together on this principle 
“we will not 
submit to compulsory censorship from any
